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In this Fignre of the Sun's ingreſs into Aries, common and fixedSigns poſſeſs the Angles, 
viz, the Aſcendent and Mid-heaven, and Fpzter with.that glorious Lamp of Heaven, the 
Sun, rules, and hath power-in the North and Weſt Angles; Aercury, Lord of the 
afcendent- is.in the ign . of the twelſth, the manſon of Sorrow and Ajflrlt;in, and there 
retrograde and combuſt of the Sun ; and the Moor is in the eight in her Det.iment, 
in ſquare of the Sun and Mercury : Therefore I fear but little of good can be expected 
this half year; the _ and commen people areſtill dejeted, and make great Coni- 
plaint for the Want of Trade, and Moneys, and all ſuch things as are neceſſary for 
their Supportment : and þeſides, the Moon in the 8. doth-certamly they, that a great 
many peop'e mult yield to pale Dearh this year, who will nor be denyed by the Princes 
of the Earth when their time is cotne : But the Moan bcing the Earth's attendant, and 
but a ſecondary Planet, cannot ſignific ſuch grand alterations in the World as the primary 
and ſuperiour Planets do; eſpecially when they happen to be conjoyned together, as here 
they are in the angle of the Earth, and there _ by YVeaw f.om the 10th, which 
ſheweth, that! many Fears and Troubles ſhall fall upon men, and thattheir Fearts and 
Minds ſhall be polleſſed with Jea'ouſies and ftrang Apprehenſipns, and that not without 
juſt cauſe; for you muſt note, that Sararn and Fuprter in the fourth, ret:ograde, 
ſhexs ſome ſecrer Plot and Delign a"hatching ; but let the Contrivers thereof loo« to it, 
for it will be moſt happily and timely diſcovered ; for it was never known that ever 1o- 
men were good Counſel-keepers. Therefore I judge, that Veuws-in the 10th, in Conjun- 
tion with the D-.4g0n's Tay!, and being in oppelyion to Sarury and Fwpirer, ſhews ſome 
Woman or Women ſhall diſcover the Villanies! of this Plotting Council, &ec. ; And be- 
ſides, it ſignifies a Dark Obſ. ure A:r, Earthquakes, and Deftruction to the Fruits both 
of the Trces and Earth. Alſo; it ſignifies Powerey and Jndigency ; alſo a Scarceneſs of 
Fruits and Proviſions, great Miſchicts, Cold in rhe extremivy, grievour Fears, Anxie- 
ties, Terrors and Tronbles, much Want and SFarcity-of he Fruits of the Earth, and a 
ſuperfluity of Evi's, Torments and Grievances, incident to thoſe places under the hens 
Leo and Aquarims, which be Rome, Italy, Cicily, Bohemia, T urky, "Pltnicia 0; Chal- 
dea ; for Satura and Fupiter darts their Evil 3..fluence moſtly into the Courrs of Pri-ce:, 
and will ſhey their dire Effects to thoſe Countries and Regions which ae ynder the ſigns 
Leo - and | oct, as Tartary, /Muſcovia, Sweedland, Picdmount , Hamberough, 


Breem, Trent, Bavaria and Salizburgh. ARd further, you muſt note,, ſuch Poſitions . 


as theſe, do alwayes deriote Strife, Trouble and Confulion amongſt the Grandees of 
Europe, with many Informations againſt great Perſons in the Courts of Princes, and thoſe 
which ar# of the higheſt Degree and Quality 3behdes,. I judge this hath been a long

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Plague is threatned nntothee; and I am aptto believe, this is thy declining Age ; for the 
Lord hath declared in the 6th Chapter of Ezzkzel, and the 3d Verſe, Bcuoid 1, eveh 1, 
will bring a Sword upon you, and'l will de ftroy your hugh paces : Veiſe 4. And your Aitars 
ſhall be deſolate, and your Images of the Sun ſhall be brokgn ; and Imilleaft down your ſlain 
Men before your Idols ; Verle the 11th, For they ſhall fall by the Sword, by the Famine, and 
bythe Peſtilence : Verſethe 13th, And you ſhall know that I am the Lord, when their (lain 
Men ſhall be among their Idols : Verſethe 14th, So will I tritch. mine Hand upon them,and 
make their Land waſte and deſolate, from the Wilderneſs unto Diblath, 52 all their Habita- 
tions ; and the =o know that 1 am the Lord. 7 

Thad almoſt orgor Cauda in the oth, in that humane fagn Aquarins; which ſhews, 
that Rulers, Great Men and Landlords ſhall be very Injurious and Ty-4annical over their 
Subjects, Servants and Tenants, and ſhall afMlict, :ax and grind theix Faces/beyond com- 
mon humanity and honeſty ; and Tradeſmen will deviſe wayes in their Trades to cozen and 
cheat their Neighbours ; and the Chief Rulers;ſhall have Croffes-and Troubles, and per- 
haps ſome of their Honours ecclipſed ; and till all rhis fhall þe carried gn-by a cloak and 
ſhew of Friendſhip, and that by ſome She-Comnſel: andalltheſe things will fall in particular 
upon thoſe places which ate under the ſigns Leo and Hgizarine;' perhaps T aurtarsa, Muſe 
covia, eAthiopia, Media, Italy, Damaſco, Rabomga-atid Rome 4n particular, 
England!

which are of the Nature of Mars 36d V. nm ; and befides, we may jiſtly fear the Plague, 
or ſome other Epidemical Diſeaſe equivolent, too near approaching ; for Mars in,Libre 
ſignifies Diſeaſes occahoned by Corruprion of Blood through Chollar, as the: Peſtr'ence, 
turning Feavou's, Tertian and Qrotidian Agues, Megrim, Carbuneles and Plague Sores; 
Burain2s, Scaldings, Ringworms, | hſters, 2Yclo4-.Jauadiſe, Bloody Flux, Fiſtla's, 
Shingles, Calentn es, Small Pox, Meazles,” yd - all Jiſcates of Chollar. Letno man 
think that I predict theſe things fofitively.; {orthe Heavens fhew only natural Inclinations, 
not poſitive Actions ; therefore, if we beag qurWills x9 ſcxyatie true God, and ſtrive to

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A judicious Eye may perceive by this Polttion. that all things at the preſent ſeem to bc 
at a ſtand, and yet many cloſe and ſecret Detigns are hatching, if not P.ots contri- 
ving 3 for all the angles are fixed, and the Planets themfelves ſubterranean, and no le fs 
than five of them much debilitated : 7ups:c is in his detriment, and Venus in her fall, 
and both ſquared by Mars, who is in op7oiition to Gemins, London's Aſcendent, which 
rortends much Sorrow and Afliction to the people in genera}, as well in Eno/and, asin 
forreign parts. But what theſe Changes ſhall'be,I am not able to divine; therefore I ſhall 
leave itto ſwift- winged Time to unfo'd the Myſtery : Yet to wind the ſtrings a little 
higher, and, that without Injury to Aſtrology or any mau's Opinion, I conclude, that the 
Actions and Afﬀairs of States and Kingdoms will be eminent and conſiderable in many 
places of Exrope, chiefly in Spain, Rome, Italy, Helland, France, Hurgary and Bohe- 
mia, and in-many more places too tedious for me here torelate. This poſition threatens 
them with Wars, Bloodſhed, Mutanies, Commotions of Arms, and « ith many ſtrang 
and unnatural Diſeaſes, &c, Beſides, I perceive Hars to be Lord of the oth, which 
is the Fouſe of Rel:7;0n, which ſeems unto me as if he had a mind to turn Preacher; a 
prety Fellow to make a Pariſh Prieſt on * And beſides, Saturn in the aſcendant, juſt lea- 
ving the ſign Leo, and entering into /:rge;, the great Dignity of Xercxry, doth inform me 
that the great Conjunttion of Saturn and Fapiter doth begin to operate, yet but very 
Slowly, for within ſome few months Sarur» becomes Retrograde and ſo enters inio Leo a- 
gain, therefore I do believe we ſhall not ſee its effects in a full meaſure untill the year 
1686, yctI do fear the plague or ſome other epidemical diſtemper long ere that time.God of 
his mercy divert his Judgments and ſend them far from us, even to the Remote parts of the 
earth, for Saturn in the aſcendant doth much trouble, perplex and difturb the hearts of 
many pe ſons with Terrors and fears, but the moon having dignities in the Eleventh, ard 
ſhe deflyxing from a ſextil of Saturn and applying to a ſextil of Fupirer and Y<nus doth 
ſhew that many will labour to ſecure themſelves ind their Friends too; and truly thei: la- 
\  bour will be very great, for the Avon is in her fall, and in that Treacherons fign Scorpio, 
which makes me much to Fear, that many of them » ill be but pretended F:iends. And to 
conclude, erciry wry of Zupiter and Ver ze7, and he ſextil of Aazrs, doth ſhew 
many Pamph'ets and Libels ſhall be difperſed Abroad, on purpoſe to Diſturb and Perplcx 
the Hearts and Minds of good honeſt weil meaning Perſons, who do ſtrive to Settle and 
Compoſe all former Difference, butlet thc ill confuſed Agents loo to it, for the Devil 
never brings them into a Premwnire, but he leavesthem there to work their own Redemp- 
tion, And fo I ſhall proceed to the conſide. ation of the Ecclipſes this year. Thus three 
times will the Glorious Lamps of Heaven be deprived of their Light, viz. Once the Sn 
and Twice the Moor, the firſt is ofthe Sx» on January the 17th, near three a Clock Aſter- 
noon V.ſible, it falls in the firſt face of Aqnary, it cauſeth pub'ique Forrow and Yadnef: : 
The ſecond is of the Moon on the firſt of February, about three Afte noon [nuiſ»le, it falls 
in the laſt face of Leo : This incites the Peopleand Armies, to new ACtions and Atteniyts 
of War. The third and laſt Ecclipſe is likewiſe of the Moen, which falls on Jnly the 28h, 
at cight a Clock in the Morning 1n-iþb!/e, this falls in the ſecond face of Agaary, which por- 
tends much hurt both to the Fruits and Seeds of the Earth; and that perticularly t9 thoſe 
Places under the Lunations Ecclipſed ; which you may read at}argein my very :go9g friend 
Mr. Cooleys Clavz of eAſtrolory, page the 92, and 9;, &c.

tation, and no Ways Impedited but in ſe xtil of Af-rcury, and applying toa rrinc of Tupiter, 
Therefore I Judge that wein En7land (hall be in a Good and Profperous Condition, and 
Enjoy our Libertys, and that we ſhould be in good Efteem and Credit «+ ith our Superionrs 
and Goverrours ; butI muſt tell you by the way, that Caudain the fixt, and Saturn Loid 
thereof in the Aſcendant, doth forcſhow *trang and Unwholeſom Ai , which may caiife 
many Prodigious Diſcaſes both ro Man and Beaſt, as Violent afflictions at the Hearr, 
Weakneſs inthe Krices, Pains in the Fack, Melancho'y Fears and Grief, a Decay or Con- 
ſumption in the Reins and In» ard parts, alſo Corruption of the Blood, ! lac'« Jaundis, 
Palfie, Vain fears, Gouts of ai} ſorts, and many Strange and Unheard of Diſtempers :

viſe it denotes the Death of ſome great Perſon or Ruler. The fourth and laſt Ecclipſe is of 
the Moonr it falls on the eteventh day of December, ateleven at night Yſib/c, it happens in 
the firſt face of Carcer, this cauſeth Wars and Innundations or Overflowing of the Sca 
banks, &c.

Nature will not be able to rout the Diſeaſe. Another Remedy for thoſe that have the

well i with the yolks of Eggs,makes an excellentPlaiſter,being ſpread up- 
onLeather: This alſo is at excellent remedy for thePlague, take Ivy Berries when they 
are Ripe, and dry them,then take halfaDram of thePowder of them in Plantain-Wa- 
ter, and font qpon's.; cnnther, if a piece off Angle-Gold be put intoJuice of 
Lemmons, and after 24 hours taken ont again, and a lica Root in powder 
put iato it, and drunk by ſuch as have the Cures tO ion, but you muſt 
gather the c4 On a Sunday juſt as the Sun riſes,becanſe it is a Herb of the Sun ; 
andthe Gold theuld be put in at the ſame time, &s, So much for the Prevention and 
Cure of the Peſtilence,&c, 

But if Nature frown, the Caſe is hard, 
And if Are wantythe matter all is marrPd, 

Do not we know that the Learned Phyſician giving a Medicine to his fick Patient, 
expecteth not that it ſhould immediately operate, ſome hours he alloweth. for the

nour for ſome more worthy erving perſo: than I am, therefore blinds my 


Senſes, or elſe permits me not to ſee, or fore-tell what thoſe Heavenly Meſſengers are 
the fore-runners of, &c.
